Washington, February 26.—-<Special Corre- 
spondence.)—Senator Hoke Smith and Senator 
Bacon have reached an interesting agreement 
to the effect that in making designations for 
Georgia federal offices to be filled by the in- 
coming administration neither will nominate 
anyone for an office who is personally objec- 
tlonable to the other. 

The news of this agreement reached 
Washington ina roundabout way from «4 
lettér ‘Senator Smith wrote to a friend 
in-north Georgia, in which he explained in 
some detail that the idea that seemed to pre- 
vail that he would have nothing to do with 
appointments in Senator Bacon’s part of the 
state was erroneous. He then proceeded to 
outline the substance of an agreement be- 
tween him and Senator Bacon to the effect 


higt they would make common cause, as it 


were, in the matter of appointments when- 
ever any name objectionable to either should 
be under consideration. 

In other words, if any candidate for office 
in south Georgia, however close he might 
be to Senator Bacon, should be personally 
objectionable to Senator Smith, his name 
would be blacklisted. If any friend of Sen- 
ator Smith in north Georgia should be objec- 
tionable to Senator Bacon, that would end 
him. - 

The story of this letter reached Washing- 
ton—indeed, extracts from the letter itself— 
and The Constitution correspondent went to 
see both Senators Smith and Bacon about it. 
Senator Bacon has been confined to his room 
for two days with a cold, and could not be 
seen. On being asked about the agreement 
and the letter, Senator Smith said: 

“I do not care to say anything about the 
matter until I see the letter itself.’’ 

The agreement has furnished considerable 
gossip among the members of the Georgia 
delegation, all of whom agree that spe- 
cifically from the standpoint of Senator 
Smith it is a good thing, as he undoubtedly 
has more to gain by it than Senator Bacon. 

A close personal friend of Senator Smith, 
in speaking of the matter, said: 

“The word ‘obnoxious’ would be rather a 
better one than the word ‘objectionable’ in 
this connection. As I understand the agree- 
ment, it does not mean that it will apply 
simply to political opponents, but it is an 
agreement between the two senators to the 
effect that where a partisan has carried his 
partisanship to such an unreasonable length 
as to have made himself personally obnox- 
flous—and not politically objectionable—he 
will be quietly dropped out of consideration.” 

Of course, the benefits of this agreement, 
whatever they are, are rather one-sided, in 
that if there is a democrat in Georgia who 
is elther personally obnoxious or politically 
objectionable to Senator Bacon, his name is 
not of public report, the senator not having 
been for more than a quarter of a century 
mixed up in any of the political wrangles in 
Georgia. It is doubtful if Senator Smith 
could recommend any one, even from the 
ranks of his most enthusiastic advocates, 
who would be objectionable to Senator Bacon, 
but, on the other hand, there would probably 
be quite a long list from the other side 
that might be in favor with Senator Bacon 
who might be considered as obnoxious to 
Senator Smith. 

At any rate, the agreement seems to be on, 
and it is said that even in the matter of 
some of the local postoffices the Georgia con- 
are not going to have as smooth

WHO WROTE “TO A 
SKELETON?” 


“Behold this ruin! ‘Twas a skull 

Once of ethereal spirit full. 

This narrow cell was Life's retreat, 

This space was Thought’s mysterious seat.” 


Most all lovers of poetry are familiar 
with the poem, “To a Skeleton,” the first 
four lines of which are printed above, and 
the manuscript of which was found near a 
skeleton in the London Royal College of Sur- 
geons In the early part of the past century. 
The author has never been found, though a 
reward of fifty guineas was offered for his 
discovery. It seems remarkable, in view at 
least of the great amount of publicity given 
to the verses at the time of their. finding 
and ever since that no one came forth to 
Claim their authorship, nor after the most 
careful search has it been possible to find 
who expressed these beautiful thoughts on 
the discarded paper. 

There must be some mystery concealed 
behind ,them, for otherwise it would appear 
so unnatural that the author should disown 
his much-admired effort. The efforts to 
find him have been most diligently prosecuted 
by literary men of both continents, and in 
one instance, among the many, an American 
was named as having written the poem. 

The first copy of the poem is said to have 
appeared in The London Morning Chronicle 
and unsigned, but when it was primed In 
The European Magazine of November, 1816, 
it bore the initial “V.” This was the signa- 
ture 


used by Miss Anna Jane Vardill, and° 


tendant of the Royal College of Physicians 
and Surgeons of London was passing through 
the library of that institution he observed a 
few sheets of paper lying carelessly on a 
table. A pen, ink and skull were the only 
other objects on the table. When he picked 
up the sheets he noticed they were still 
damp. He blotted them very carefully and 
turned them over to the librarian. It was a 
holiday and the librarian at once demanded 
to know who had been admitted on a day 
when visitors were not allowed. 

The rebuked attendant hurried away tn 
search of the offender. Only a professor and 
tw janitors were to be found in the build- 
ing. He hurried back to his superior and 
recommended that the verses be burned, as 
they had evidently been written by some 
supernatural hand. 

Instead. of doing so, the librarian placed 
them on the'desk of the dean of the college, 
where they lay for some time and were found 
so interesting and exceptional that they 
were read and copied by a great many pro- 
fessors and visitors. One of these copies 
reached The London Chronicle, and when 
printed ft made a remarkable impression on 
the mind of the public. 

There at once became a great demand to 
know the name of the author. It was thought 
for a time that some professor of the college 
had written them, but they all disclaimed 
credit. For ten years following their print- 
ing the question of authorship was frequent- 
ly revived, and finally a reward was offered 
for any one who could furnish proof, the 
sum being placed at $250. There never has 
been a claimant for the reward. 

The poem has been, at various times, as- 
signed as the work of nearly all its con- 
temporary authors, but the mystery of the 
writer’s identity seems to deepen with the 
years. As the poem was written close to a 
century ago it is not likely that it will ever 
be known who sat at the library table on 
that holiday in the early part of the last 
century, with a skull before him and mused 
so poetically upon the problems of life. It 
has proved itself to be one of the most ex- 
asperating of the minor mysteries of litera- 
ture,

REGULATION FOUGHT 
BY STOCK EXCHANGE 


New York, February 26.—Represent- 
atives of the New York stock ex-

acing the street, or whether they want 
|the entire street renewed with a new 
foundation on the assessment basis. 

Peachtree property owners take the 
position that the street should be re- 
surfaced without cost to them in view 
of the fact that the first job wasa falil- 
ure. The contractors have agreed to 
‘furnish the bonder material without 
,cost to the city or county. 
| Best Material Promised. 

Chairman Smith told the street com- 
mittee thit it is the aim of the county 
to give Peachtree from Sixth to Fif- 
teenth the best material that can be 
secured, and that the job will be donein 
accordance with the wishes of the peo- 
ple who live on that thoroughfare. 
Councilman Haverty said that he was 
anxious to have the commission start 
the work just as soon as practical, giv- 
ing the assurance that the taxpayers 
will be elected if the county guaran- 
tees to put down a lasting surface. 

“Peachtree was a poor job,’ said Mr. 
Murphy last night, “and we are of 
\the opinion that the city and county 
owes the property owners a first-class 
pavement. I am told that the con- 
tractors have agreed to furnish some 
of the material.

Chicago, February 26.—Wheat today

Firm cables gave wheat an upward 
tendency from the start. Argentine 
crop estimates were reduced 15,000,000 
bushels because of disappointing re- 
turns from  threshers; the yield for 
India was declared to be under the 
average, and there were dispatches 
telling of scarcity of milling grades in 
both Russia and England. Additional) 
snow and rains, putting the United 
States winter wheat belt in almost per- 
fect condition, failed to Stop the upturn 
as belief that a natura) export level 
was not much under present prices ap- 
peared sufficiently general to check 
selling pressure. 

A slight reaction at the close, how- 
ever, came about through assertions 
in some quarters that rumored Duluth 
export sales could not be confirmed. 
Primary receipts of wheat for two 
days were 1,577,000 bushels, against 
(91,000 a year ago: clearances of wheat 
and flour equalled 948,0v0 bushels. 

Aggressive support by leading bulls 
forced the corn market to bulge. They 
were helped by the unsettled weather, 
Which threatened to tinterfere with 
wagon hauls, and to increased feeding. 

Oats worked higher with corn, al- 
though most of the day trade was 
Small. 

In provisions a break due to larger 
receipts of hogs disappointed under 
the influence of grain Strength and the 
g00d commission demand.

He must remember that the 
province of the teacher is not to make 
a singer of him, but to suggest means 
whereby he can accomplish that ob- 
ject for himself by the use of his

The foundation of voice is breath, 
its motive power, therefore, the first 
thing to be learned is the best way to | 
bring to our aid this motive power in | 
singing.

WHAT OUR CRITICS SAY 


By Eugenia Brown Coffee, 

If you write something that vitally 
interests you and put it aside for a 
week or two and just go on living and 
observing, ft is funny to note what 
changes you may have to make in 
your. little catalogue of conditions. 

This is especially true if you cherish 
an optimistic view of life in general 
and would like to play the guardian 
angel to some phase in particular. 
Some weeks ago a clipping was sent 
me from a northern paper; a critic 
on what is wrong with the music 
Student in America, which aroused my 
antagonism on more than one point 
and I meant at the time to say just 
where this foreigner, for it was a for- 
eigner who was writing, had made his 
mistakes. I had just returned home, 
however, myself from some years’ stay 
abroad and was laboring more under 
the spell of loyalty an. hopes than of 
actual observations. I find that this 


| critic had not seen badly and expregsed

false flattery would have done. We 
that we are just 
crawling musically. Our few shining 
representatives are not to be consid- 
ered the measure of American musical 
intelligence. They are only our exam- 
ple of w..at can be done. But you will 
say we all love music, we encourage it 
within our borders, what then is the 
matter with us? 

My northern critic says the trouble 
lies in the fact that Americans are not 
as yet true idealists; that we do not 
bother ourselves with developing our 
character for character’s sake and es- 
tablishing higher ideals in life—that 
we seldom exert ourselves to acquire 
any knowledge that is not demanded 
of us for the material purposes of our 
financial careers. 

Criticizes Our English 


He uses as example the bad Eng- 
lish spoken ‘by the average high schoo] 
student and attacks the faultiness of 
the general educational system. I am 
pleased to say that our schools of At- 
lanta have already discovered these 
short-comings and are doing and are 
going to do all in their power to meet 
the demands of a future growth. 

Music, art and domestic science, all 
so important in our home life, shal] 
find their places along beside the 
school books. I would love here to 
suggest the introduction of music and 
art, history in the schools with lec- 
tures on how to criticise. How are 
American children otherwise to learn 
these things, deprived as they are of 
museums and with no traditions to 
inspire them. Our imagination needs 
developing through thought, through 
the eye, the ear and from within. We 
certainly have a wonderful sense of 
the beautiful, even if some critics do 
deny us this gracious gift. Our caarm- 
ing architectural achievements bear 
evidence to this claim in spite of the 
fact that we do sometimes see a holy 
altar marred by paper  poinsettias, 
where a sprig of cedar or a tiny tulip 


| would be more in keeping. What 
lack is not a sense of the bdeautif 
but order in beauty; order in our un 
derstanding of the beautiful and in 
our achievement of it. 

When the music student has devel- 
oped so far as to understand the dif- 
ference between making sound and 
making music he will no longer ex- 
pect to begin his A, B, C studies to- 
day and perform etudes or ‘arias to- 
morrow, as the case may be, or when 
this feat cannot be accomplished stop 
short as so many now do with a bit 
of rag-time. 

In a Dilemma. 

There will be more earnestness and 
seriousness:of purpose. For the con- 
sclentious teacher, imbued with the 
worthiness of his attempts, the situa- 
tion at present is a difficult one. He 
is caught between two alternatives, 
either please the patrons or be true to 
himself. Naturally, one wants to do 
both, but realizing the forces of moral 
and educational uplifting awakened Dy 
classical thought expressed in sound 
the true teacher will not stoop to the 
littleness of playing with his profes- 
sion and producing a blurred light 
here and there for the advertisement 
of his school. Technique or tone do 
not constitute alone the whole secret 
contained in the terms “musical -n- 
struction.” Nothing is worth the 
trouble just for the sake of doing it 
as a means of favorable comparison 
with one’s neighbors. If we are not 
inspired through every effort to better 
ideals and higher aspirations then the 
object of teaching has failed and be- 
come merely a mercinary scheme. It 
is my hape to see the musical condi- 
tions in Atdanta greatly changed with- 
in the next few years. There are 
patriotic spirits here who are doing all 
they can to offer their city the best 
Standard of art afforded by the world’s 
best musical centers and although the 
people may flock to the Auditorium be- 
cause fashion demands that they be 
acquainted with a certain number of 
operas or have heard this or that 
celebrity, there can certainly never be 
any intelligent appreciation of these 
musical efforts until the masses of At- 
lanta have recognized the necessity of 
preparing themselve® for a better en- 
joyment. 

No one would undertake a volume 
of Shakespeare without first having 
learned to read; why then expect the 
marvelous strains of melody to pour in 
with the right awakening upon your 
soul if you attend with wooden ears 
and uncomprehending mind As al- 
ready said, I hope to see this laxity of 
self-development recognized and that 
Atlantans will soon be able to voice 
their approval of merit regwardless of 
the Metropolitan or any foreign stamp 
to give it worth.

MIXED CHOIRS ARE 
BETTER THAN THOSE 
WITH MEN AND BOYS 


By WILLIAM FE. ARMAND. 
(Choir Master and Organist All Saints’ 
Church.) 

Of course, it is fully umferstood by 
the reader that the adjective “mixed” 
is here intended to convey only the 
information that such a choir is vested 
and is composed of female voices as 
well as male voices. A choir can be 
mixed in name only, as well as liter- 
ally. 

The tradition of choral service 
stretches so far back in church history 
that an apostolic origin is claimed for 
it without qualification. It appears to 
be a fact that the old Hebrew worship 
was always choral. The priests, levites 
and rabbis were carefully instructed 


jin sacred music as a part of their 


training for the ministry. Our Savior 
sanctioned their choral services by His 
presence and by assisting them. 

First Great Vested Choir. 


David, in making preparations for the 
building of the temple, to be built by 
his son, Solomon, after the father's 
death, and in planning and arranging 
the religious services to be held there- 
in, provided for a choir numbering 200, 
four score and eight, who were in- 
structed in the songs of the Lord. 

According to traditional custom, in 
English cathedrals, the choir is com- 
posed of men (vicars choral or lay 
clerks) and boys (choristers). Many of 
our American Episcopal,.churches have 
followed the custom of our English 
brethren, with splendid musical suc. 
cess in some instances. “Surpliced 
choirs of women have occasionally been 
introduced, notably in America and the 
British colonies, but the practice has 
no warrant of traditional usage,” says 
an English writer. But in I. Chroni- 
cles, speaking of the contemplated 
services in the temple, it is written, 


“And God gave to Heman fourteen sons 
and three daughts. All these were un- 
der the hands of their father for song 
in the house of the Lord, with cymbals, 
psalteries and harps for the service of 
the house of God.” 

Necessity for Women in Choirs. 

We will not stay to discuss and de- 
cide the question of historic precedent 
giving, or not giving, women authority 
to take an-active part in the formal 
services of the church. Suffice it to 
Say that the performance of the offices 
of the church require, for worthy mu- 
sical treatment, an organized body of 
singers who can properly carry out the 
portions of the service assigned to 
their care. In looking about for chofr 
material, some men are available, but 
where are the boys with acceptable 
voices? 

The general conditions are quite daif- 
ferent in the United States from those 
existing in England. There the boys 
are under the especial care of capable 
choir masters, and receive instruction 
each days in music and voice produc- 
tion, in schools provided and maintain- 
ed, in the main, by the cathedral or 
church using the services of the boys 
in its choir. 

Boy singers are an institution 
England. 

Special schools for choristers, in this 
country, are only found in a few of 
our large cities. 

Two summers ago TI visited perhaps 
the largest cathedral in America. 

A notice tacked on an outside door, 
advertising for or soliciting boys for 
the choir, attracted my attention and 
interest. Here seemed to exist all fa- 
vorable conditions for a splendid bov 
choir, except one, to wit: boy. The 
sexton (a veritable storehouse of in- 
formation) upon being questioned about 
the choir, replied, with apparent pride, 
that there was one boy with an un- 
usually good voice. 

Mixed or Unmixed. 

Let us compare the average singing 
ability of boys with that of women. 
The boy's voice is light, and, if forced, 


in 


becomes harsh. The woman's voice is 
developed and mature and capable of 
Sreater gradations of tone. 

The boy comes (if he comes at all) 
entirely raw and inexperienced. 

The woman generally comes with 
considerable training and some pub- 
lic experience. In the matters of in- 
terested attention and understanding 
appreciation of the work in hand, the 
boys are clearly outclassed. 

At about the time the boy’s voice has 
been properly trained and has become 
valuable; then, often his voice begins 
to break and undergo a change from 
treble to the voice of a man. 

If the boy continues togsing during 
this period of transition, famillarly 
known as the “goslings,” his voice is 
often permanently injured and oft- 
times ruined forever. It is a great 
| temptation to the choir master to con- 
tinue to use a really good boy’s voice 
longer than it is safe to do so. The 
musical welfare of the chorister is 
then in imminent peril. A woman's 
voice, on the contrary, continues to tm- 
prove with proper use and she makes 
a dependable singer certainly until she 
marries, when household duties too 
often are allowed to interfere with her 
attendance upon rehearsals and church 
services. 

In the all-important matter of a de- 
votional spirit, it is but to be expected 
that women, having reached an under- 
standing age, will render the musi2 
as a@ true offering of adoration and 
praise in the worship of Almighty God. 
Let us hold the opinion that the chief 
musical value of boys is tt.at eventual- 
ly they will grow up and develop inte 
tenors and basses, having sufficient 
merit, as such, to take part in the 
church’s service in harmony with the 
women. 

Advantages of Vesting Women. 

Granting that women should be alj- 
lowed to take active part in the serv 
ices of the church, it seems but right 
and proper that thev should be vesteé@ 
with the badge of their important of- 
fice. 

All 


vexing questions of what she 


shall wear to church are solved by the 
cotta, cap and gown. 

One branch of the Christian church 
for a long time, used women in its 
choirs; but saw fit to place them in e 
gallery, out of sight, at the back of 
the congregation. In my judgment, the 
choir should be stationed in the chan- 
cel, where they can visibly, as well as 
audibly, lead the congregation in 
hynms and chants of praise and wor- 
ship. 

All devotional exercises should be 
done decently and in order by the 
choir, and, if so, done by it, the exam- 
ple will have an inspiring and benefi- 
clal effect upon the congregation. 

I am minded of attending a service 
at one of our Protestant churches 
which had a mixed quartet in a gal- 
lery just behind and above the preach- 
er. At the end of an anthem, the min- 
ister solemnly rose to begin his ser- 
mon. The choir took their seats and 
promptly drew a curtain across the 
front railing of the choir gallery: shut- 
ting off all view from the congrega- 
tion except the hats of the soprano and 
alto. These hats were wonderéul cre- 
ations of wings and tail feathers. As 
the sermon progressed, the whispered 
conversation between the aforesaid la- 
dies in the choir grew more and more 
animated, until their hats bobbed to- 
gether and apart at a lively rate, for 
all the world an exact imitation of a 
chicken fight. All this, to the amused 
edification of the congregation and the 
utter confusion of a really good ser- 
mon. 

Vestments would have avolded this. 

Man churches, other than Episcopa- 
lian, are realizing the value of vesting 
their choirs, and are adopting the cus- 
tom. 

All Saints’ First in Georgia. 

Some ten years ago, All Saints’ 
church introduced a vested choir of 
women and men. To my best knowl- 
edge, it was the first of its kind in 
Georgia, although such choirs wera 
well established in many other states 
Since then a number of other churches 
have followed the plan with excellent 


success. While much can 
favor of the English style 
made up entirely of men and 
the fact remains that as a 
expediency, a mixed choir is 
be preferred, taking into cons!

They came, and when the 
music lovers of Atlanta and other 
Georgia cities fill 19,000 seats for 
seven performances every April, that’s 
the expression of appreciation of mu- 
sic In Georgia beyond dissertation.

Acme of Music. , 

The modern band lacks very little | 
of being as perfect as the grand or- 
chestra, which to my mind is the very 
acme of music; a very close second 
being the military reed or concert.

In the modern concert band the 
wood wind instrument predominates | 
strongly, hence the improvement inj; 
shading, etc., it being possible to pro- | 
duce a much softer tone on wood than 
brass instruments. 

This country is gaining very rap- 
idly in first-class concert bands, all 
the leading cities having one or more; 
even some of the smaller places have 
very high-class organizations, they 
recognizing the value of such an ofr- 
ganization as an advertising medium, 
and as a source of pleasure and edu- 
cation to its people. 

A zood band is a big asset to any 
community. The value of bands in its 
armies has been recognized by Europe 
many years and, since the Spanish war, 
our country; prior to that time, 
our army bands were not recognized 
by the government; they allowed the 
detailing of men. from the companies 
for that purpose, but made no pro- 
vision for them either in the furnish- 
ing of instruments, music or any 
other necessary appliances for a band, 
the regiment being required to do that 
out of its regimentg) fund. The gov- 
ernment did allow a chief musician, 
who acted as leader, the result being 
that very few of our army bands were 
good for concert purposes. The value 
of music was discovered in its cheer- 
ing and enlivening effect on the 
weary, foot-sore soldiers during @ 
campaign or long march. 

The government now allows bands, 
furnishing instruments, music and 
everything required by them, also giv- 
ing better pay to them than formerly. 

Bringing the subject of bands home, 
I want to say a few words in regard 
to the situation. I am sorry to 
say the conditions in Atlanta are not 
what they ought to be. We have in 
our midst enough good musicians to 
make up a concert band of forty 
pieces, who, with a few good rehear- 
sals, could give a series of first-class

: Another thing, our park concerts of 
late years have been very poorly -pro- 
vided for—a band of fourteen pieces 
on Thursday nights and occasionally 
eighteen pieces on Sunday afternoons, 
for about two months during the sum- 
mer. If a city like Memphis, Tenn., 
Can appropriate enough for a concert 
every day In the week and two con- 
certs on Sunday by a band of twenty- 
five pieces during the whole summer, 
why Atlanta do the same? Or 
at least, half as well. I am sure the 
money invested in park concerts is 
worth a great deal to a city like At- 
lanta. It furnishes recreation and 
pleasure and refinement to thousands 
of working people, who do not have 
the means to attend the average en- 
tertainments offered the public, nor 
do they have the time. 

The park concerts also offer recre* 
ation and pleasure to a great many 
people who are well fixed in this 
world’s goods; it also gives an oppor- 
tunity for the “stranger within our 
gates” to spend a pleasant afternoon, 
or night, which he will certainly ad- 
vertise over the whole country or 
wheresoever he may go. I certainly 
hope I will live to see the day when 
Atlanta will be on a par with any city 
in the country in regards to band 
music.

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ARE WE MUSICAL? 


~ By Mertimer Willson. 

From Whence comes the impression 
that Americans are unmusical? No 
doubt during the earlier periods of 
our history we have been too occupied 
with matter of fact pursuits to allow 
time for cultivating the finer arts, but 
with the realization of more settled 
economic conditions our’ development 
in music compares favorably with 


;other countries, and needs no defense 


whatsoever. In France, Germany is 
credited with no progress in music! 
In Germany, France is thought to be a 
Invariably one Eu- 
euntry disapproves of the 
conception of the 
‘phases of music, and such disapproved 
county goes right along minding its 
own musical business, but Europe tells 
America that she is unmusical, and 
most of us believe it because the opin- 
ion was ‘ nade in Germany.” 

The European wears his heart on his 
coat sleeve. He is gay, morose, war- 
like or musical, as the occasion de- 
mands, because he is not forced to re- 
strain his feelings in the cause of pro- 
priety as these virtues are conceived 
by the English and American cousins. 
It naturally follows that the unre- 
strained temperament develops more 
quickly than the modest attitude of 
the Anglo-Saxon. Again, available 
pleasures are not so numerous in Eu- 
rope as in America, in which latter 
place luxuries have become necessities, 
annihilating the force which leads to 
the conception of art as a comfort and 
solace for the trials of life. Instead 
of to art pursuits, the American turns 
to his broad fileds for sports. Let us 
glory in the exuberance which must 
find expression on the diamond and 
gridiron Let us not envy the Euro- 
pean who is Hmited to a few acres of 
soil which, if transplanted to the 
United States, could be platted and 
sold for town lots before a May roorn- 
ing breakfast! Our music is not an 
expression of sorrows; not the wail- 
ings of an oppressed peasantry, but the 
modern social art of a free and enlight- 
ened people; the culmination of finer 
sensibilities expressed through a me- 
dium so plastic that it satisfies our 
unique whims of superficilalism, com- 
mercialism, surfeited tastes for amuse- 
ment and if the money spent on this 
commodity be a criticism we are the 
most musical of all nations! Music in 
America has thrived upon its own mer- 
its. Its progress is due entirely to its 
adherents who have seen the needs of 
a busy world and have met such re- 
quirements practically. 

Boost, Don’t Kuock. 

Americans are in music the world 
over, in opera, orchestra, concert, com- 
position and musical direction. They 
have in many cases passed muster un- 
der the traditions of European customs, 
even when the training of such artists 
has been accomplished entirely at 
home. The perfection of music in the 
hands of Americans is quite as finished 
a product as can be found in foreign 
countries. Of course, we have some 
failings. Our boys like a little “close 
harmony” in the corridor of the ‘frat 
house’ and in the barber shops, to say 
nothing of a glee club concert on the 
street corner at midnight. But this 
is no worsé than the German students’ 
singing of “Die Wacht aun Rhein” un- 
der your windows at 3 o'clock a. m.! 
One hears “Die Gerschedene Frau” and 
all the others of the kind played before 
the kaiser’s palace each day at noon 
by the royal bands. Our bands can do 
no worse, except we must listen to ten
